The building suddenly has become the fo- 
cus of the strike through the discharge of 
the union men. It has been the only struc- 
ture in course of construction by union la- 
bor since the strike was inaugurated, special 
permission having been granted by the 
Building Contractors’ council to the con- 
tractor, John Griffiths, for een employment 


-of union men. 


Officials of the Building Trades council 
have been pointing to the building and its 
force of union workingmen as proof that the 
contractors could not secure skilled artisans 
outside of the ranks of organized labor. The 
apparent force of their assertion has been 
galling to the contractors. .While the work 
has been going along peacefully on the 
building, the contractors have been hiring 
high-class non-union men. Last Saturday 
at quitting time the union workingmen were 
told they were not needed any longer, but 
many of them returned to the building yes- 
terday morning. Then they discovered the 


‘presence of non-union men. 


Discharged Men Go Back to Work. 


Fifty or more of the discharged men en- 


tered the building, while a dozen or more 
business agents posted themselves around 
it. The men who had entered the building 
were ordered to leaye. The pickets found 
themselves so closely watched by the police 


‘that they left in the afterncon. 


This morning a large force of upecial po- 
licemen will be on hand. If no troubie en- 
sues the workingmen will be escorted to their 
homes, but if the union men show an ugly 
disposition the contractors will hire hotel 
accommodations for their employés.

“It is related that a party of Filipinos 
visited Admiral Dewey during his stay in 
the Orient and proposed to fight for the 
American government if he. would furnish 
them the arms. What they would do when 
the territory was Gonquered they did not 
say. But their meaning was plain. The 
Filipinos meant toarme us for their own 
purposes and then:to attack us. It was 
they who forced thedighting uponus. When 
that fighting. begatethe United States had 
to assert that authority which was just 
in principle, right ti action, and moral in 


‘ethics in the Philippines as it would have 


been in Boston’oritn Chicago: No one dare 
attack this authority. It is one sacred to 
the history and the* sprinelpies of American 
liberty. 


Dealing wAth Asiatics. 

“We have got toclearn one lesson. Out 
there in the far East we are dealing with 
a set of people whose habit of mind, whose 
character and persénal qualifications are 
different from ours.- We must remember 
they are Asiatics. In May, 1808, we had 
no policy as to the future, and now we have 
but one negative poficy. And that is that 
we are not going to make the Philippines a 
part of our body politic or make them a part 
of our glorious American citizenship, There 
Whatever so- 
lution may be arrived at in regard to their 
future, they will hold to us the relation of a 
Gependency. But they will not be an integ- 
ral part of our union. It would be wrong for 
us to say otherwise, We must give them 
a government suited to them and not to us. 
We must give them évery advantage which 
has accrued from the victory of Manila 
Bay. The policy of the open door demands 
that we keep them outside. 

* In 1860 the Republican party asserted 
in its platform cardinal rights of personal 
liberty. I am as much in favor of that now 
then. The Republican party still asserts 
that doctr Mr. Olney, the formér Sec- 
retary of Btate, is wrong in thinking they 
are acting as an incubus to our trade. 
There is an immens¢ advantage to us in re- 
gard to the Chinesé trade. No aspersion 
can be thrust at this nation as to its hon- 
esty in regard to the Philippines’ future. 
Ii our opponents would assaill us as to this, 
let them remember that the United States 
ever has kept its honesty‘of purpose. They 
say we are not to bé trusied. I reply that 
we are to be trusted. . 


Tariff for Porto Rico. 

x And that brings me to the question which 
is now being argued by this nation: Should 
we impose a protective tariff upon the 
Island of Porto Rico? We have given them 
civil government. We have insured to their 
citizens the right to govern theinéelves to 
a certain extent, free from the cumbrous 
rule of Spain. They are in need of the prop- 
er administrative authorities. Wherefore 
should they not contribute to that adminis-_ 
trative authority by paying a just import 
duty? When they pay an import tax in the 
harmor of New York that revenue redounds 
to their own good. They receive the bene- 
When 
they were burdened with Spanish rule they 
were forced to pay the high protective du- 
ties of a Dingley tariff. There was no mur- 
mur then in regard to it, although Porto 
Rico was as near to us then as now. But 
after that day when we broke the yoke of 
Spanish tyranny we began to realize that 
they should contribute some iota to that 
support of the government which they were 
enjoying. The duties under which they 
labor are not so bigh as those of the Dingley 
tariff. In Alaska, where thousand® of our 
arg are going daily, we havea tariff in 
effect 

“The Porto Ricans are not sniciieeh with 
There must be some- 
thing, then, to support the government. 
Sugar and tobacco, which are the staple 
products, are being shipped daily to the port 
of New York. It is right that there should 
be a 15 per cent duty on these. The sugar 
and tobacco plantations are owned by the 
richer inhabitants of the island. It is from 
the pockets of these that the tax will come. 

There is a genera) outcry that-we have 
not treated them well. Can this be sub- 
stantiated? Our treatment of them has been 
characterized by care, generosity, and kind- 
ness. Never has the hand of the United 
States been raised against them: There 


were 2,000,000 people in the Island of Porto 


Rico when it came under the sway of our 
government. They started without an in- 
ternal tax. But they must have good rule, 
their government houses must be built, their 
roads taken care of, and their other needs 
attended to. For this purpose we need 
money. Therefore, we have imposed this 
tariff. It is not a burden. Time will justify 
the action of Congress and the course of 
our wise Executive."’

“The new Council is the best Chicage has 
had in years, and it can be trusted to pro- 
tect the city’s interests. The people are not 
fully informed on these subjects, as a rule, 
and mistakes in voting on the proposition 
could be avoided only by a long campaign 
of education.

UPHOLDS INDIANA GAS LAW. 


’ United States Supreme Court Decides

Washington,| 'D. C., April 9.—Justice White 
in -the Supreme Court today handed down 
the opinion of the court in the case of the 
Ohio Oil Company vs. The State of Indiana. 
The case involved the validity of the State 
law: prohibiting persons from boring wells 
to permit the escape of gas into the at- 
mosphere as opposed to the general interests 
of the community. The ofl company in its 
petition alleged that thea enforcement of this 
law was a violation of the federal constitu- 
tion in that it amounted to taking property 
without due process of law, declaring that 
it practically meant that the oil in a certain 
district could not be removed until the gas 
was exhausted. 

The State courts upheld the law, refusing 
to accept this view of the case. Today’s 
opinion sustained that view. Justice White 
said that the oil company had apparently 
proceeged under a misconception of the law, 
for under the view presented each property- 
owner could proceed to do as he might please 
with his property to the injury of an entire 
community. For this reason the prohibitory 
law of the State was held to be valid dnd 
not in contravention of the constitution of 
the United States. 

Justice White said there was a coecual 
right of all the owners of the surface soil to 


the gas and oil below. Hence he asserted 


that the statute is a law “ protecting private

by one of the common owners without, regard 
to the enjoyment of others.”’ "

New York, April 9.—[Special.]—Ex-Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland delivered a@ lectura 
to the Princeton students in Alexander Hall, 
Princeton, tonight on “ The -Independence 
of the Executive.’’ It was the first of hig 
two addresses in the new lectureship founded 
by Stafford Little. When President Patton 
presented the former President the students 
greeted him with rounds of applause. 

**I feel a little embarrassed,”’ Mr. Cleve- 
land began good-naturedly, ‘‘ in calling this 
I may 
scold, but not lecture, although I may say 
I have during my official life often been 
lectured. The great American people have a 
habit of selecting a man for public office 
and then putting him in the plillory of dis- 
honor and of scorn. Immediately after the 
election they find they have made a sad

Whereat Mrs. Cleveland smiled approving- 
ly and the students applauded. Then Mr. 
Cleveland put down on a Httle oaken desk 


He began by saying that when the colonies 
first formed a confederation they were with- 
out an executive head. They had/just es- 
caped from the tyranny of a King and they 


/ feared to reproduce an office that might re- K: 


create oppression. But they soon found 
that if there was to be a successful gov- 
ernment an executive head was essential. 

In considering the manner of electing this 
head the fear of monarchy, jealousy, and 
the distrust of the people were the stum- 
bling blocks to overcome. Finally, the plan 
of an executive head as it a taday was 
adopted. 


Is the People’s Office. 


“The Presidency is preéminently the peo- 
ple’s office,” Mr. Cleveland continued, with- 
out any particular emphasis and without 
gesture. ‘‘ When I speak of it as pre@mi- 
nently the people’s. office I mean especially 
the office of the people as individuals, not 
in any particular local combination, but in 
the fullest sense of manhood and American 
citizenship. Laws passed by Congress ara 
inert and vain without executive force. 
Every citizen is under the protection of tha 
Executive power. No one is so great or so 
powerful. as to be beyond the restraining 
force of the Executive. 

“Senators are elected by State Legisla- 
tures, Representatives in .Congress by dis- 
tricts, Judges are appointed by the Presi- 
dent. Only in the selection of President can 
the people act directly in the equipment of 
Without this power rest- 
ing with the ‘people revolt and riot could 


not long be kept suppressed. By reason of 


the custom of the people voting for Electors 
it is possible at times for a minority of the 
voters to decide who shall be President. A 
pe should be devised to prevent such a re- 
sult. 


Doubt as to Congress. .’ 


“ My subject tonight may lead you to be- 
lieve that I doubt the infallibility of: Con- 
gress, but the constitution settled that ques- 


Shall be vested in the President. He is di- 
rected to take care of the laws and see they 


protect, and defend the constitution to the 
best of his ability.”’ - 

The students laughed when Mr. Cleveland 
said they might believe he doubted the in- 
fallibility of Congress. But, as his lecture’ 
progressed, his auditors; who had greeted 
him with such enthusiasm, became unre- 
sponsive. 

Mr. Cleveland reviewed the debate in the 
first session of Congress in 1789 over the 
power of the President under the constitu- 
tion to remove an officer appointed by him 
by and with the advice of the Senate. 

In order to make clear the nature of this 
controversy, which he expects to discuss in 
detail in the second lecture, Mr. Cleveland 
described the tenure of office act passed in 
1867 for the express purpose of preventing 
removals from office by President Johnson, 
and compared it with the tenure of office 
legislation passed in 1869, during General 
Grant’s first administration. Coming to his 
own term of service, the former President 
said: 

** Partisanship had grown harsher because

Springfield, Iil., April 9.—[Special. ]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner and ‘party arrived in Springfield 
at noon today from Palm Beach, Fla., where 
they had been since March 12. The Gov- 
ernor declares he is much improved in health, 
and he has the appearance of a well man. 
He did not go to his office this afternoon, but 
remained at the Executive Mansion, seeing 
only a few callers and none on political busi- 
ness. He expects to take up his official 
duties tomorrow morning. In conversation 
tonight he said: 

“I am in better condition physically than 
I have beer! for a long time. Although I am 
still careful about my diet, I feed liberally 
and am a well man again."’ 


Will Not Talk Politics. 

When asked regarding political matters in 
the Gevernor réplied: 

“TI have let politics alone during my ab- 
sence from the State. All the news I re- 
ceived was from an occasional paper, three 
er four days old. Today I have talked pol- 
itics with no one, I spent some time with 
my son this afternoon, but he did not inform 
me regarding the happenings in my absence, 
and I am not prepared to talk intelligently 
of the situation.. Mr. Cullom has had a clear 
field for the last six weeks, and I suppose he 
has made the best of the opportunity. Ifl 
had the same opportunity I am sure I would 
have profited by it.”’ 

The Governor does not look with favor 
upon Dewey's candidacy for the Presidency.

After all, it 
may be questioned whether the bell regula-

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THE MAYOR’S “FIVE POINTS.” 

Mayor Harrison specifies in his message 
the “five great points” to be eonsidered 
in connection with an extension of the 
franchises .of the existing street railrodd 
They are: Adequate comi- 
pensation for the city, based on a percent- 
age of the gross receipts; reduced fares 
during the “rush” hours, better accom- | 
modations at all times, a prévision for 
municipal acquirement of the lines when 
the grants expire, and the indorsement of 
any extension ordinance by the direct vote 
of the people at a general election before 
it shall become ‘operative. | 

The first three points will commend them- 
selves to everybody. They have this spe- 
cial merit, that no additional legislation 
is needed to give the Council full power 
It can put in an ordi- 
nance its ideas as regards adequate com- 
pensation, reduced fares, or better accom- 
modations, and if an old company refuses 
to accept such an ordinance a new company 
will have an opportunity to do so. The 
last two of the Mayor's points belong in 
a different category. There will have to be, 
legislation by the General Assembly be- 
fore either of them will be more than a 
mere abstract proposition. 

The expediency of the ownership of street 
railroads by American municipalities is still | 
under discussion; while many thoughtful 
men deem it expedient, the majority do not ; 
Certainly the ownership an 
operation of the “Chicago street railroads 
by the city at this moment would not be 
for the interest of the people, however 
much it might be for that of the office- 
holding politicians. 
conditions may be different. It is devoutly 
to be hoped they will be. But while this 
city has been empowered by the Legis- 
lature to grant street railroad franchises, it 
has not been givén authority to build, 
own, or operate street railroads. 
agreement which the Council.might make

ratified by the General Assembly. 

There is at present no provision for the 
indorsement by the popular vote of a street 
railroad ordinance. ‘The Council cannot. 
pass such an ordinance conditioned to eo. 
into effect after the people have voted 
on it, and cannot have the proposition to 
vote on it put on the official ballot. It 

will not be denied that the requirement 
of the popular sanction for ordinances ex-' 
tending the franchises of the traction com- 
panies would be a curb on Aldermen, who 
would know that objectionable and, there- 
fore, unpopular ordinances, would be re- 
jected by the voters. There can be no 
referendum as to street railroad questions, 
however, until the General Assembly has 
made provision for it. The Mayor must 
expect to secure from the General Assembly 
next year legislation concerning the referen- 
dum and municipal ownership, but he says 
nothing about the difficulties of securing 
legislation which will be looked on with 
natural disfavor by the traction companies,

Application for the probate 
of the will and for the appointment of Bern- 
hard Rosenberg as administrator to collect 
was made before Judge Batten yesterday. 
Attorney Levy Mayer gave notice of objec- 
tion, and the hearing was set for May 25. 
Mr. Mayer said: 

** The questions, your Honor—of course, we 
recognize that in this court we cannot go be- 
yond the testimony of the attesting witness- 
es as to the sanity of the testator—the ques- 
tions of fraud and undue influence we shall 
go into extensively.’’ 

Mr. Rosenberg, who died two weeks ago at 
his residence, 1620 Michigan avenue, aged 81 
years, was one of the first merchants in Chi- 
cago. His will was drawn on Jan. 26. Of the 
estate disposed of $2,500,000 is personal prop- 
erty and $1,400,000 real. In the last section 
of the will Mr. Rosenberg refers to his son 
Julius thus: 

It may be improper for me to state as a 
reason for my discriminating in this will between 
my son Julius and my other children, that my 
son Julius has already come into the possession 
of a considerable amount of my estate. 

The clause of the will on which the contest 
will be fought provides for a bequest of 
$500,000 to his son Julius and the latter’s wife, 
Tillie. This amount is placed in the hands 
-of the testator’s daughters, Augusta Mann- 
heimer and Mattle Rosenfeld, wife of 
Maurice Rosenfeld, and his son Bernhard, 
who are directed to pay the net income “in 
reasonable installments, from time to time, 
to my son, Julius Rosenberg, and his wife, 
Tillie.” On the death of Julius and his wife 
the proceeds will go to their children. 


Subject to Trustees’ Sanction. 

The will provides that Julius’ share shall 
not be subject to any voluntary or involun- 
tary disposition not sanctioned by the trus- 
tees. Mr. Rosenberg adds: 7 

And should my said son attempt in any manne: 
to dispose of, incumber, or charge the same or 
any part thereof, or in the case of the rendition of 
a judgment or decree against the same, or of the 
levy of an execution or writ of attachment thereon 
or the attempt of any garnishment or sequestra- 
tion thereof, then, and in that case my said son 
oe be cut off from all participation in said in- 

In that event the income goes to Mrs. 
Tillie Rosenberg. The will provides that 
Julius and Tillie, with the written consent 
of the trustees, may transfer their interest 
free of any trustees. Mr. Rosenberg says 
the sum Of $100,000 may be given to Julius 
to go into business, ‘if, in the opinion of 
said trustees and the said Tillie Rosenberg, 
Julius’ condition is such as te permit his 
embarking in some business.” 

The remainder of the estate, after smaller 
bequests have been made, is to be divided 
equally among the three children, Mrs. Au- 
gusta Mannheimer, Bernhard Rosenberg, 
and Mattie Rosenfeld. ‘Bernhard Rosen- 
berg, Maurice Rosenfeld, and Mrs. Mann- 
heimer are appointed trustees and exe- 
cutors. 

The other bequests are: 

Home for the Friendleas, $1,000; United Hebrew 
Charities of Chicago, for Michael Reese Hospital, 
$10,000; for its relief work, $5,000: for Congrega- 
tion Anshe Mayriv of icago, $4,000; Home for 
Aged Jews of Chicago, $8,000; South Side Ladies’ 
Sewing society, $2,000; Cleveland, O., Jewish Orph- 
an Asylum, $3,000; Jewish Old People’s Home, 
Cleveland, O., $1,000; Jewish Training School of 
Chicago, $2,000; Chicago Home for Jewish Orph- 
ans, $5,000; Chicago Relief and Aid society, $1,000. 

Six nephews and nieces.receive $1,000 each, 
and the, testator’s sister-in-law, Sarah 
Rosenberg Regensburg of Bavaria, Ger- 
many, 1,000 marks a year. The income of 
$10,000 is given for ten years to the improve- 
ment of the Cemetery of the Congregation 
Anshe Mayriv of Chicago, upon the expira- 
tion of ten years the principal to_be dis- 
tributed among charities.

CIGARET ORDINANCE IS UPHELD. 


* the Validity of the Chicago Law— 
| Officials Are Pleased. 


Chicago's anti-cigaret ordinance yesterday 

was declared valid by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. In an opinion written by 
Justice Peckham it is held that the ofdinance 
is not In violation of the federal constitution, 
and that the prior decision of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois was final as to the police 
power of the city in safeguarding public 
health and as to its power to compel dealers 
in cigarets to take out licenses as required by 
the ordinance. | ; 
This decision of the Supreme Court ends 
all hope of the members.of the Tobacco 
Dealers’ association to evade the require- 
ments of the ordinance. Ever since the ordi- 
nance was passed by the City Council the 
association has been engaged in an effort to 
have it declared unconstitutional. It is esti- 
mated that the decision means over $50,000 
a year revenue tothe city. 

The point was raised in the case of Harry 
Gundling against the City of Chicago. Gund- 
ling was convicted in a police court of Chi- 
cago of a violation of the ordinance and was 
fined $50. He appealed the case to the Crim- 
inal Court of Cook County, where it was 
aftirmed, and then to the Supreme Court of 
the State, which also affirmed it, the latter 
court being upheld by the Supreme Court. 

The opinion refidered by Justice Peckham 
in part is as follows: 

The plaintiff in error makes two claims here 
upon which he bases the statement that the ordi- 
nance violates his rights under the fourteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution. 

It seems somewhat doubtful whether the plain- 
tiff in error is in a position to raise the question 
of the invalidity of the ordinance because of the 
alleged arbitrary power of the Mayor to grant or 
refuse it. He made no application for a license, 
‘and of course the Mayor has not refused it. Rut 
assuming that the question may be raised by him, 
we think the ordinance in question does not violate 
the fourteenth amendment, either in regard to the 
clause requiring due process of law, or in that pro- 
viding for the equal protection of the laws. 

There is no proof nor charge in the record that 
there has been any discrimination against in. 
dividuals applying for a license or any abuse of 
discretion on the part of the Mayor. Whether 
dealing in and selling cigarets is that kind of & 
business which ought to be licensed is, we think 
considering the character of the article to be sold. 
solely a question for the State, and through it for 
the city, to determine for itself; and that an ordi- 
nance providing reasonable conditions upon the 
performance of which a license may be granted 
to se such articles does not violate any provision 
of the federal constitution. Uniess the regulations 
are so utterly unreasonable and extravagant in 
their nature and purpose that the property and 
personal rights,of the citizen are unnecessarily 
and in a manner wholly arbitrarily, interfered with 
or destroyed without due process of law, they do 
not extend beyond the power of the State to pass 
and they form no subject for federal] interference. ; 

‘' The decision is a victory for the City of 
Chicago,” said Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Browning. “It is in line with the de- 
cisions of the State courts, and what we have 
been expecting for some time. City Prose- 
cutor Taylor prosecuted Gundling for sell- 
a license.
